Montreal, Dec. 14.—A building 
program respresenting expendi- 
ture in Windsor, Ont., of $300,000 
is announced by John Mansfield, 
president of the Chrysler Corpora- 
tion of Canada, Limited.

Washington, Dec. 14.—Canadian 
passenger cars and trucks, valued 
at $2,095,947, were exported dur- 
ing October, a decrease of 9 per 
cent as compared with the pre- 
vious month, when the total 
reached $2,307,185, the automotive 
division of the Department of 
Commerce announced today. 
The average value of passenger 
cars exported was $688 in October as 
compared with $672 in September,

foreign capital—mostly British—was 
financing many of our large rail- 
road projects. While the foreign 
bankers earned a large return on 
their investments in this country, 
benefits of immeasurably greater 
importance were enjoyed by us 
through the economic development 
which the investment of this for- 
eign capital brought about. 

“Transportation is a prime step 
in the development of any country. 
We are today making automotive 
transportation available in 104 coun- 
tries throughout the world, and by 
means of this transportation many 
of the smaller countries are com- 
ing out of an economic lethargy. 
We are not only giving them trans- 
portation, but we are employing 
their labor and developing their re- 
sources. Above all we are winning 
their confidence. 

“We have reached the ‘digging- 
in’ stage in our foreign operations. 
Two years ago we were concerned 
chiefly with the expansion of our 
physical resources to 4a point 
where each territory in the export 
world could be reached effectively 
and controlled directly by a local 
operation on the ground. Twenty- 
one of these local operations now 
exist and with their creation the 
first phase of our expansion activ- 
ity has been put behind us. We 
are now approaching another 
phase of development, which has 
to do with the expansion and in- 
tensification of activity within the 
plants we have established. 

“We can look forward to the fu- 
ture with confidence. Everywhere 
in the world the automobile is build- 
ing economic growth. The surface 
of the deep underlying demand for 
_automotive transportation in all of 











our markets abroad has only been 
scratched. American-made auto- 
| mobiles and trucks have penetrated 
|the African jungles, are climbing 
Alpine roads and are as indispen- 
sable in Egypt as they are in the 
Andes or in the South American 
hinterland.”

cussed “Fundamentals of Co-opera- 
tion Among Business Men.” 

Dewitt T. Hicks of Waco, head of 
one of the biggest wire organizations 
in the Southwest, told the associa- 
tion of some merchandising ideas 
that moved stocks at a profit. He 
advised the tire men there are 
plenty of legitimate merchandising 
schemes by which a dealer can sell 
tires and declared that in the end 
the customer is the fellow who is 
going to make or break the tire 
merchants. 

Tying pretty closely into the 
talks on merchandising and co- 
operation was another subject, 
“Advertising,” by C. Charles Wright 
of San Antonio, and still another on 
“Credits,” by J. E. R. Chilton, Jr., 
of Dallas. Mr. Wright advised the 
dealers to advertise honestly and 
truthfully, but to advertise any and 
every way possible. 

The big idea, Mr. Wright said, is 
to get your shop in the minds of 
the people and keep it there through 
advertising and service. That credit 
must be extended in some cases is 
essential to any house, Mr. Chilton 
said. Some tire dealers have found 
it advantageous to extend credit to 
all comers by the budget planned, 
for, he said. The big idea is that 
the retailer must be very careful 
not to overload his house with credit 
Sales, for if he does he will find 
bankruptcy staring him in the face. 

Along the merchandising line was 
a talk on “Time Payment Plan of 
Selling,” by Arthur E. Johnson of 
Austin and another on “Merchan- 
dise Markup,” by Morgan Cox of 
Dallas 


Another merchandising talk was 
by W.S. Curtis of Houston on trade- 
in of old tires.

Standards Bureau Reports 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—A wide variety of subjects 
pertaining to the automobile were subjected to sci- 

entific investigation by the Bureau of Standards during the 
past year, according to the annual report of George K. Bur- ~ 
gess, director of the bureau, just announced. 





range of topics from road dust to 
explosive gaseous reaction, And 
many factors having important 
bearing on the efficiency and per- 
formance of the present day motor 
car were discovered. 

The report of the Bureau of Stan- 
dards on the discoveries made dur- 
ing various tests is, in part, as fol- 
lows :— 

“Early this year the bureau com- 
pleted a series of laboratory experi- 
ments to determine the effect of 
road dust on the lubricants of auto- 
mobiles. The investigation involved 
a study of the performance charac- 
teristics of journal bearings when a 
fine abrasive was in the lubricant. 

“Under severe operating conditions 
road. dust in the lubricant of an 
automobile will considerably in- 
crease friction losses, while at very 
light loads but little difference will 
be noted, according to the results of 
this investigation. 

“The journal bearing friction ma- 


| chine used in the tests provided a 


method of measuring the frictional 
loss in a journal bearing when op- 
erating under different conditions of 
load on the’ bearing, speed of shaft, 
and viscosity of the oil, and by cor- 
relating these facts in a suitable 
manner a comparison of the per- 
formance of different lubricants 
with a given bearing was obtained. 

“This comparison of the perform- 
ance of straight mineral oils and 
that of the same oils plus a small 
percentage of a very fine abrasive 
shows that under very light condi- 
tions of service the friction loss‘ of 
the bearing is about the same when 
using either the straight mineral 
oil or the oil plus abrasive. At more 
sever operating conditions, however, 
the friction loss when using the oil 
plus abrasive is gre&ter than that 
when operating under identical con- 
ditions with the straight oil. This 
difference in friction increases as 
the severity of operating conditions 
is increased. 

“These results give a measure of 
the friction loss and an indication 
of the rate of wear caused by the 
abrasive, and indicate that there is 
at least a promising field for fur- 
ther research with reference to the 
factors affecting the wear of jour- 
nal bearings. 

METHODS OF MEASURING 
ANTI-KNOCK VALUE OF FUELS 

“In connection with the fuel re- 
search which the bureau has car- 
ried on for a number of years in 
co-operation with the automobile 
and petroleum industries, a survey 
has been made of current methods 
of measuring the anti-detonating 
qualities of motor fuels. This in- 
cluded a review of publications from 
eight laboratories in this country 
and from two in England, together 


routine engine test (devised in 1924) 
and a detonation bomb which is 
pbeing developed for the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. 

“This survey shows the need for 
(1) some standard methods of 
measuring the anti-knock value of 
fuels or (2) some means of corre-

lating the data obtained by existing 
methods which are usuall¥ not in- 
dependent of test conditions. 
“Nearly all the methods investigat- 
ed consist of engine tests, or rely 
on engine tests for their interpreta- 
tion, and most of them involve a 
standard knock of intensity. Knock 
intensity is most commonly esti- 
mated by ear or by using a device 
known as the Midgley bouncing- 
pin-knock-indicator. .Optical indi- 
cators and other devices are also 
used. 
STARTING CHARACTERISTICS 
OF DIFFERENT GASOLINES 
“The bureau finds that so far as 
starting the engine is coricerned, 
aside from volatility there is no 
difference between 
‘cracked’ and ‘straight run’ gaso- 
lines. ; 
“Gasolines produced by various 
cracking processes frequently are 
superior to gasolines obtained by 
straight distillation from crude pe- 
troleum so far as knocking in an 
engine is concerned. Information 
has not been available, however, as 
to the relative merit of these two 
types of gasoline in engine start- 
ing. The bureau was requested to 
carry out experiments to supply the 





needed information. ‘ 
“Experience indicated that the dif-

ference between gasoline of equal 
volatility was probably too small 
to be readily detected by engine 
starting experiments and therefore 


-was employed. 

“Mixtures containing 25 parts of 
air to 1 part of fuel vapor were 
found to be the leanest explosive 
mixtures for both cracked and 
straight run gasoline. 

“Practically the same results were 
found for benzol. These results in- 
dicate that aside from volatility 
there are no appreciable differ- 
ences between the various kinds of 
motor fuels so far as engine start- 
ing is concerned. 

“Although the friction of pistons 
and rings constitutes a large pro- 
portion of the total friction of in- 
ternal combustion engines, it ap- 
pears impossible to predict in ad- 
vance the magnitude of the change 
in friction which will result from 
@ given change in piston desigfi. 

“Definite information on the fac- 
tors which affect such friction is 
very meager, and in the hope of 
adding somewhat to that informa- 
tion the bureau prepared a report 
which has recently been published 
by the National Advisory Commit- 
tee for Aeronautics as Technical 
Report No. 262 under the title ‘Fric- 
tion of Aviation Engines.’ 


NEW METHODS TO DETERMINE 
SULPHINE IN GASOLINE 


“A new method for determining 
sulphur in volatile fuels has been 
devised for the purpose of provid- 
ing a means for the more accurate 
measurement of sulphur which oc- 
curs in motor fuels and 


tains a high percentage of sulphur, 
the products of combustion of the 
fuel contain @ cousiderabie amount 
of sulphur dioxide and sulphur tri- 
oxide. These two 


crank case to form acids which have 
@ corrosive a-*"~*. on the bearings 
and cylinders with wl‘ch they come 
into contact. 

“By measuring the percentage of 
sulphur in motor fuels before pur- 
chase, it is possible to predict the 
performance of a fuel as regards 
corrosion, and to reject material 
which contains a dangerous amount. 
The specifications of the United 
States govérnment for gasoline set 
@ limit of‘one-tenth of 1 per cent. 
for sulphur. Any amount over this 
limit is considered sufficient to 
cause rejection if submitted for gov- 
ernment purchase. 

“The new method makes testing 
easier and more certain, and at 
least indirectly should make for 
longer life of automobile and other 


ines. 
“As part of a general program to 
study combustion in the engine cyl- 
inder and to correlate the phenom- 
ena of combustion with the observed 
performance of actual engines, the 
bureau prepared a paper which has 
just beén issued as a Technical Re- 
port of the National Advisory Com- 


presented outline of what may hap- 
pen in the engine cylinder during 
the burning of a charge, and which 
suggests the type of information 
needed to supply the details of the 
picture, and points out how combus- 
tion time and rate affect the per- 
formance of the engine. 

“A theoretical concept of a flame 
front which is assumed to advance 
rapidly from the point of ignition 
is presented, and calculations based 
on the area and velocity of this 
flame and the density of the un- 
burned gases are made to determine 
the mass rate of combustion. From 
this rate the mass which has been 
burned and the pressure at any in- 
stant during combustion are com- 
puted. 

“This process is then reversed in 
an effort to determine actual rates 
of combustion and flame velocities 
from the pressures as recorded on 
indicator diagrams.”

QUALITY AT LOW COST 
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The 1928 Boom 


T IS ALWAYS a comfortable thing to have Col. Leonard | 
Ayres, the well- known Cleveland economist, predict a} 
coming season of prosperity. Col. Ayres is always conserva- | 
tive, and when he says that a period of good business is 
coming he bases his prediction on grounds that make it 
more than a guess or a hope. | 


In a statement recently published in the Auto- 
motive Daily News, Col. Ayres, in speaking of the out- 
look in the automotive field, remarks: “It seems that 
there is a steadily accumulating deferred buying 
demand of large proportions. We know that this is 
the case with regard to Ford cars, and there is a good 
reason to believe that it is true for other cars as well. 

“It now seems probable that the release of the 
new Ford models will also release much of this 
deferred buying demand, and the present prospects | 
are that more cars and trucks will be manufactured in 
1928 than in any previous year. It also seems wholly 
likely that the output of tires next year will reach 
new high records.” 


Later in his siatement Col. Ayres predicts an increase 
in building construction and an increase in employment, with 
wages rising a trifle as the year advances. He predicts that 
industrial profits will be higher than this year. Add to this 
the fact that the cost of living will probably _show little 
change and we have conditions that simply lean toward 
increased purchases of motor equipment. 








It usually happens that when a period of real 
prosperity is opening the New York automobile show 
is the signal that starts the fireworks. We do not 
mean that the number of sales at the national show 
will start the industry full speed ahead, but the gen- 
eral interest displayed and the number of orders and_ | 


prospects booked give the manufacturers an idea of | 


the rising market that is waiting for them, and on this - 
they can base their schedules so as to be ready for the 
flood of buying that breaks loose a few weeks later. 
The New York show is an excellent barometer of what 
the spring is going to bring, and when the verdict is 
confirmed by the Chicago exhibition, the industry | 
may well throw the lever into high. 


A Billion Dollar Tax | 


VEN in these days of extravagant spending, of huge| 
sums spent in national projects, a billion dollars is a| 
sum that still commands respect and something of awe. The! 
war, taught us to view the spending of billions with some} 
equanimity, but now that we are paying for those reckless| 
days of squandering, the old billion has somewhat come back | 
into its own as a figure representing about the limit in | 
human acquisition and as such to be treated with proper | 
respect. 
Yet the motor car buyers of America in the last ten! 
years have paid into the national treasury the sum of one! 
billion, sixty million dollars in excise taxes, added to the | 
sum which they have paid for their vehicles. This is shown | 
in a chart recently prepared by the National Automobile | 
Chamber of Commerce for presentation to Congress in its 
consideration of the question of tax repeal. This sum paid asa 
tax on transportation would have run the late unlamented 
war for a considerable period; it would run the business of 
the United States government for the better part of a year. 
It would pay the accumulated war debts of a good many 
nations which engaged in the recent controversy.

URGES PRO-RATING 
OF LICENSE FEES 


Unused Registration - 
Charges 

By JOHN W. WORTHING 
EW YORK, Dec. 14.—It 
must have occurred to 
many observers that the au- 
tomotive industry, now defi- 
nitely grown to the status of 
maturity, should aim to place 
every factor affecting it on a 
sound, scientific and efficient | 


basis. 
Among these factors are the li- 


cense fees imposed by states upon 
resident operators of motor ve- 
hicles. Since the legal basis of this 
form of taxation is (a) the protec- 
tion given by the state to the auto- 
motive property, and ‘b) the use 
of the state’s highways, the tax 
should be as nearly as possible pro- 
| portionate to these factors. The li- 
cense fee, considered from viewpoint | 
|(a) is a form of property-title in- | 
|surance bought from the state; and 
|from (b) a rental paid by the veh*- 
|ecle owner for the use of public | 
property. 
In every other field insurance 
and rental fees are almost ex- 
actly pro-rated or calculated from 
basic rates. The cost of fire, theft 
or liability insurance, or the rent | 
of a building, is for each month | 
almost exactly one-twelfth of the 
annual rate, plus, of course, a | 
slight extra charge for increased | 
overhead expense caused by extra 
handling. | 
But automotive license fees in} 
|most states are flat amounts for | 
| twelve- month or six-month periods, 
|and this is absolutely unfair and| 





| tiquated measure taken over from | 
the days when horses had inalien-| 
able rights but motor vehicles had 
none at all.
